Right to 
this title was established for Sister as 
the result of research done by station 


WKBB. 


For 14 years, since 1937, Sister 
Mary St. Clara has been conducting 
the Clarke Radio Kitchen, a food dem- 
onstration-broadcast. The purpose of 
the broadcast, according to Sister, is 
twofold: to serve homemakers of Du- 
buqueland, and to give students in the 
home economics department special 
training by coordinating the subject 
with allied fields, especially journalism 
and radio. 


A model kitchen with an open side 
has been erected by the program 
sponsors in the Clarke tearoom. From 
here the weekly program is broadcast 
over station WKBB. A specially con- 
structed mirror over the demonstration 
table makes it possible for the studio 
audience, which numbers between 50 
and 100 women, to see each detail of 
preparation as it is explained. A senior 
home economics major gives the food 
demonstration and two others read the 
script which they have prepared. 


Sister Mary St. Clara, in addition to 
directing this program, writes the 
“Homemaker’s Corner” column which 
runs weekly on the woman’s page of 
the Dubuque Telegraph-Herald.

According to the 
reviewer for Time magazine, the re- 
action of the LaScala opera-goers 
was: “It takes an American to come 
here and show us again how a tenor 
should sing.” 

Conley, who is also a star on radio 
and television, made his debut at the 
Metropolitan Opera house early in 
1950, singing the title role of Faust. 
The Massachusetts-born tenor is a 
graduate of the New York City Opera 
company, He began his singing career 
when he joined the Boston Male choir 
after graduating from high school 
and toured the country with this or- 
ganization until he made his Boston 
debut. :

‘Communism Is 
Says Hungarian

“Communism would be perfect if all 
men were angels.” This is the opinion 
of the Rev. George Ferenezy, the Cis- 
tercian monk who presented a brilliant 
piano concert here last week. 


In an informal interview following 
his concert in Terence Donaghoe hall, 
Father George, as he is generally 
known, told of his escape from the 
Russians and of his work in the Unit- 
ed States. 


Holds Several Degrees 


A native of Hungary, Father George 
holds several doctorate degrees. After 
studying in Budapest and at the Uni- 
versity of Fribourg he spent a year at 
the Papal Institute in Rome, studying 
Gregorian chant and sacred music. 


“What to do?” was Father’s favor- 
ite expression as he told of the many 
problems he had to solve in his 14- 
day escape from Hungary. Prior to 
his arrival in the States three years 
ago, Father George was living under 
the Russian regime in Hungary. Fore- 
seeing danger to his monks, the Father 
Abbot told Father George to leave for 
the Cistercian monastery in Okauchee, 
Wis., but offered him little assistance 
or advice on how to carry out the or- 


der. 


“I dressed as a tourist,’ Father ex- 
plained, “and carried a rosary in place 
of the papers and credentials I should 


have had.” 
Reaches Safety 


He managed to worm his way into 
Austria, sought temporary refuge at 
the home of a priest, buried himself 
under the flowers on a new grave to 
escape detection, jumped from a fast- 
moving train, swam across a river—

In discussing the communist control 
of Hungary, Father George explained 
that the country was a perfect target 
for the aggressive Russians. Against 
a powerful army, the Hungarians 
could offer little opposition. 


Shows Technique 


“The Russians didn’t overwhelm us 
with their 


doctrines,’ Father com- 
mented, “They worked very gradu- 
ally. In the first year they managed 


to take over three major offices, even 
though the vote was only 17 per cent 
for the communist party. The next 
year they attacked the businessmen 
and in the third year put the farmers 
under their control. 


“Te as a gigantic system,” Father 
said in explaining communism. “The 
leaders control everything — food, 
army, the press, jobs. The people are 
powerless. 


“Theoretically,” he said with a 
chuckle, “the system is for angels and 
religious orders. It would be perfect if 
it were voluntary.” 


Has Full Day 


At the Okauchee monastery Father 
George teaches dogma and Gregorian 
chant and directs the choir. “And to 
keep my equilibrium,” he says, “I have 
some pigs and chickens in my charge.” 
In his spare time he practices the pi- 
ano and composes music. 


And of Clarke college, Father re- 
marked: “All the wisdom and beauty 
of the past are found here, along with 
a modern culture and civilization that 
is typically American. With this back- 
ground you Catholic women will be 
able to give this tremendous Christian 
culture to future generations.”
